Smith was traveling for N. B. Gaston 
& Son at the time and at once wired Mr. 
Maxworthy that he had seen his man. 


The sheriff was immediately 
notified, 


requisition papers were mnde out and 
the sheriff went to Sioux City 
to get 


Coughlin. 
The latter had in some way 


got wind of his coming, however, and 
left a day before he arrived. 
This was 


the nearest the authorities ever came to 
overhauling the culprit and bad he uot 
appeared and given himself up 
volun- 


tarily, the chances are he 
never would 


have been caught. 


The horse Mr. Maxworthy brought 


home, but the life had been taken out 
of the animal in the wild night's drive 
and he was soon obliged to kill the poor 
creature to put it out of its misery.

The tariff for protection excludes the 


products of cheaper labor in other 
countries. Tho gold basis of our mon- 
etary system enables the purchaser to 
buy the raw materials at the lowest 
prices in any market in the world. The 
American mechanic is today without a 
euperior on earth. He does one-third 
more work in a day of eight hours than 
the men of his trade in any part of En- 
rope, and he does it better. 
He is 


therefore entitled to one-third higher 
•wages than are paid in European coun- 
tries which would like to compete with 
vis for our home market. An increase 
of wages to American employees does 
not mean an increase beyond reasona- 
ble limits in prices charged the con- 
sumer. The rule is coming to be under- 
stood that wages and prices must be 
reasonable if the products are to be 
Bold, and this rule Is boing gradually 
applied and adjusted between employ- 
ers and employees. In no period of our 
history has its march been so rapid or 
so marked as under the administration 
of McKinley. AVhy? .

As to 
the American line, its four fast ships 
will earn about $1,300,000 a year, and 
the amount that can be paid to such

Liverpool, July 
23.—The 
Cunavrt 


liner Campania arrived here after one 
of the most sensational ocean voyages 
on record. - The big boat, while in the 
Irish channel, ran down the British 
•hark Embleton, cutting her .completely 
in two. 
Eleven of the Embleton's 


crew were drowned, but seven others 
•were saved, by the Campania and were 
on board of her when the liner reached 
this port. The accident occurred off 
Holyhead, twenty-six miles north of 
Tuscar. 
The Campania was running at 


reduced speed, but •still at a lively pace 
considering the fact that navigation 


, could be continued only by dea.d reck- 


oning. For several hours the big 
liner had run along through the dark- 
ness before the passengers became ac- 
customed to the condition. About 9 
o'clock a sudden warning came. Al- 
most at the same moment a big shadow 
sprang up in front of the steamship 
and then there was a crash of timbers. 


lifeboat* Begin the Search. 


The Campania reeled tor a moment. 


Before the passengers had rushed to 
the decks to learn what had happened 
the big steamer had gone ahead again, 
although the engineer's bell hail sound- 
ed a warning to stop. Meantime the 
big black shadow seemed to separate 
suddenly into two parts. One passed 
along the port side of the Campania 
and disappeared; the other passed to 
starboard, and as It passed a chorus of 
cries of agony reached the Campania. 
The great engines were stopped and 
reversed. 
The shadowa had disap- 


peared and probably were almost a 
mile back, but soon the distance was 
recovered, two lifeboats of the Cam- 
pania, filled with brave men, were 
lowered into the fog and the apparent- 
ly hopeless search began. 
The pas- 


sengers waited with Impatience for a 
sign from the lifeboats. It seemed as 
though houra had passed before they 
heard a ahout and aoon saw one of the 
boats at the side. There were more 
passengers in the boat than when it 
had dropped from the davits. As the 
occupants ware raised *to the deck it 
•was seen that seven of them 
were 


strangers. Tthese men were members 
of the crew of the bark Embleton. 
There were eleven more ot the crew to 
be accounted JOT, Including the captain, 
-but all search was unavailing.

The last of the lifeboats returned to 


the Campania, the fos had begun to 
lift, and 
soon the 
-water could, be 


scanned for miles, 'but there was no 
sign of bark or even debris. The Cam- 
pania's engines were started again, and 
Liverpool was reached with but a few 
hours' delay.

from Consular Agent Frisbee c.t Rat 
Portage states that the Indians who 
have beea gathering for a pow-wow 
and dance in the Rainy lake region 
along the border have disavowed any 
hostilities toward the white settlers. 
They assign as their reason for con- 
gregating that they had been fed to be- 
lieve that their o,wn destruction, as 
well as that of the white people, was 
impending, and that the "Great Spirit' 
could alone be appeased by a big medi- 
cine pow-wow. The information comes 
through the office of the inspector of 
Indian agencies, and is contain-ed in a 
dispatch sent by Agent Begg at For 
Francis. The consular agent informs 
the governor that he is of the opinion 
that there will be no trouble from the 
Indians, but that his opinion is not 
shared by all the people fnmiliar with 
the circumstances. By many it is be- 
lieved that the uprising has simply 
been postponed until the payment of 
annuities occurs.
